There is a lesson In this, that we 
should beware of dabblin g; In this 
case the smatterin g of din osaurs actu­ 
ally vitiated an d destroy ed or made in ­ 
effective the kn owledge of cows al­ 
ready possessed. 
Not on ly do we fin d, what might 
have been expecteo, an absen ce of an y 
real kn owledge of the bon y structure

A question arises whether popular 
scien ce for the people is possible or 
advisable.

to dictate terms and co mpel co mpli­ 
ance therewith. It is really a great 
deal better fo r the itmds to rely u po n 
a large nu mber o f smaller and inde­ 
pendent co ncerns fo r bu siness than 
u po n two o r three big o nes stro ng 
mio u gh to say what they will giv e. 
The smaller scattered and div ersified 
Indu stries bu ild u p the sev eral co mmu - 
n ltl^ alo ng the line and make o ther 
bu siness. Instead o f fighting legisla­ 
tio n calcu lated to do away with and 
abo lish this discriminatio n they sho u ld 
fav o r It.

How Supreme Court J ustices Drank 
Wine Without Breaking Rule. 
In Chief Justice Marshall’s time tho 
Supreme Court of the United 
States 
lived apart from the rest of the world, 
and dined tc^ether at a sort of mess, 
only once a year dining in public 
at 
the White House. 
Justice Story was 
once rallied on this aloofness, and ex ­ 
plained it drolly: 
“The fact is, we Justices take no 
part in the society of the place. We 
dine once a year with the President, 
and that is all. On other days we dine 
tog ether and discuss at table the q ues­ 
tions that are arg ued before us. We 
are g reat ascetics, and even deny our­ 
selves w ine ex cept in wet weather.” 
Here the Justice paused, as if think­ 
ing this last statement placed 
too 
g reat a tax on human credulity, and 
then he added, slyly: 
“What I say about wine, sir, g ives 
you our rule, but It does sometimes 
happen that the Chief Justice will say 
to me when the cloth is removed: 
‘Brother Story, step to the window 
and see If it does not look like rain.’ 
And if I tell him that the sun is shin­ 
ing , Chief Justice Marshall will some­ 
times reply: ‘All the better; for our 
Jurisdlsction ex tends over so larg o a 
territory that the doctrine of chances 
makes it certain that it must be r a ^ 
Ing somewhere.”—Philadelphia Rer.oro

which the miner must dig before he 
strik es the ground. 
Harry, though, 
struck W’ater instead of ground, and 
he found that he had been boring into 
an iceberg and had struck into a blow 
hole in the ice filled with sea water. If 
he had gone down deep enough no 
doq bt he would have brok en through 
into the bottomless sea. That’s one 
ex perience. 
“Another ex perience he had was a 
hummer. One morning he wok e pp to 
find himself completely buried, cabin 
and all, under a bank of snow 40 feet 
deep.

There can be no sort of doubt that 
the allegation contained in Ck>mmi8- 
sioner Yerkes* impassioned appeal is 
founded upon a fact which has become 
evident, not only to the republican 
party, but to a very considerable and 
rapidly increasing portion of tbe dem­ 
ocratic party.

Secretary of the State Board 
of Agriculture. 


CORN, W HEAT, OATS, FRUITS. 


Much Co rn Planted Already—Wheat 
Percentage Is 91—Increased 
Acreage o f Oats So wn. 


The secretary o f the Misso uri statS 
bo ard o f agriculture, Geo . B. Ellis; 
jnade public Tuesday his statement o n 
Misso uri cro p co nditio ns. 
The spring has o pened up mo st fa­ 
vo rably, and several days earlier than 
the average. During the winter there 
was very little 
rainfall, 
and 
the 
gro und was co vered with sno w fo r 
several weeks. 
There has no t been 
ex cessive rains this spring to leach 
the so il, and the gro und is generally in 
unusually fine co nditio n fo r planting. 
Gardens have generally been planted, 
a large acreage o f early po tato es has 
been planted, grass is starting nicely 
and will so o n be ready fo r grazing. 
Plo wing fo r co rn is pro gressing rap­ 
idly, abo ut o ne-fo urth o f the entire 
acreage having been plo wed up to 
April 1st. In a few co unties the so il 
has been to o wet to wo rk. The co un­ 
ties sho wing the po o rest co nditio n o n 
acco unt o f wet weather are in So uth 
Central Misso uri, including Laclede, 
Phelps, Dade and Lawrence co unties; 
and in the vicinity o f SL Lo uis, includ­ 
ing S t Lo uis, Franklin and Jefferso n 
co unties. 
Co m planting has begun, 
and a number o f farmers have planted 
co m, as far no rth as the central part 
o f the state. 
Wheat—The 
acreage 
seeded 
to 
wheat last fall was 2,383,280 acres, 
which is 6% per cent belo w the acre­ 
age seeded o ne year ago , but o nly 
abo ut 3 per cent belo w what was har- 
vested last year. 
The greatest de­ 
crease in acreage was in the so uth­ 
west sectio n, where, o wing to dio uthy 
co nditio ns at seeding time, a great 
deal o f the cro p was planted In po o r 
co nditio n. 
The co vering 
o f 
sno w 
thro ugh the co ldest o f the winter, and 
the absence <ff the usual amo unt o f 
freezing and thawing has made a big 
impro vement in the wheat cro p since 
o ur last repo rt, December 1, when the 
co nditio n fo r the state was o nly 73. 
The present co nditio n o f the cro p is 
9i, which is 2 po ints abo ve the five- 
year average, and Is 9 po ints abo ve 
the average fo r the past eight years. 
Several co rrespo ndents repo rt the ap­ 
pearance o f Hessian fly, and this In­ 
sect may cause damage later o n In the 
seaso n. 
Oats—An increased acreage o f o ats 
has been so wn, and Is in mo st ex cel­ 
lent co nditio n. The no rthwest sectio n 
repo rts an increase o f 12 per cent o ver 
last year, while the who le state sho ws 
a Increased acreage o f abo ut 3 per 
cent. Early so wn o ats usually pro duce 
well in this state, and 79 per cent o f 
the who le cro p was so wn o n April IsL 
co mpared with a five-year average o f 
o nly 36 per cent so wn at the same 
time last year. In 1902, o ne o f the 
mo st favo rable cro p seaso ns o n rec­ 
o rd, o nly 62 per cent o f the o at cro p 
was so wn April 1st. 
Pi.|ifts>~Appl6S are repo rted in go o d 
co nditio n and pro mise 
a fair cro p. 
Peaches, ex cept in a few o f the so uth­ 
eastern co untries, are mo stly killed, 
altho ugh a number o f co rrespo ndents 
fro m different parts o f the state repo rt 
a few blo o ms in the mo st favo red lo ­ 
catio ns. In So utheast Misso uri co rre­ 
spo ndents repo rt firo m 20 to 75 per 
cent o f live buds in the fo llo wing co un­ 
ties: 
Bo llinger. Butler, Cape Girar- 
d^u, Carter, Dunklin. Iro n. Jefferso n, 
Madiso n. New Madrid, Pemisco t, Per­ 
ry, Ripley, Sco tt and Sto ddard. 
Plums and cherries pro mise fro m a 
fair to a full cro p. Raspberries and 
blackberries have been gr^tly Injured 
by the canes freezing and 
pro mise 
fro m o ne-half to three-fo urths o f a 
cro p. 
Strawberr!^ are generally in 
go o d <K>ndltlon, and pro mise a full 
average cro p. 


cro sswise and lengthwise, a lo ng piece 
o f stro ng co rd o r light wire, and filling 
it with fine, mo ist so il o r sand. The 
surface o f the so il o r sand in the tray 
will thus be marked o ff into inch and 
a half squares.

tester is filled. Mo isten the’ so ft *^l!ioV- 
o ughly, co ver with an o ld gunny sack 
to keep the surface fro m drying, and 
set in a warm place, but no t neaf a' 
sto ve. 
The o rdinary living ro o m o r 
a place o f similar temperature will do 
perfectly. 
Keep the so il tho fo ughly 
mo ist. All kernels which do no t send 
o ut stro ng ro o tc and 
stem spro uts 
within five days, under these co ndi­ 
tio ns, sho uld be co nsidered as to o 
weak to pro perly germinate under o r­ 
dinary field co nditio ns. If the germin­ 
atio n o f any lo t o f kernels is unsatis­ 
facto ry, the ear fro mi which they came 
sho uld be discarded. 
Abo ut 95 per 
cent o f the kernels sho uld germinate 
stro ngly within the five days.

IT ALMOST HAD A COLUSION 


Precaiftloii Being Tak en to Prevent 
Any r^isriap to Rooeevelt on 
His Trip South. 


The fact that President Roosevelt’s 
train oTer the M., K. i; T. is to be pre­ 
ceded b7 it pilot eoi^ne recalls to the 
minds of old settlers the time when 
the special on which President Grant 
and members of his cabinet were mak ­ 
ing a trip through Indian 
Territory 
In 1874 narrowly escaped being wreck ­ 
ed by a lack of such precantion. 
John Adams, now chief secrets* 
to Chief Porter, of the Creek nat*jh, 
was then an mgineer on the M., K. 
it 
T. railroad In the territory . He tells 
the story as follows: 
**The president was scheduled to 
stop at Vinita for a half hour to meet 
E. C. Boudlnot, a prominent Cherok ee 
eitlsen, who advanced the then novel 
Idea that Indian lands should be al­ 
lotted. 
••When Gmeral Grant's train reach­ 
ed that town, R. S. Stephens, general 
manager of the road, fbund that Boudi- 
BOt could not be there to meet the 
president, and, without think ing of the 
conductor's orders, told him that he 
might as well pull ahead to the next 
station. The conductor did so, for­ 
getting that he had orders to allow 
my train to pass him at Vinita. 
*T was pulling a caboose and a few 
cars along at a speed of about forty 
miles an hour and had Just rounded 
a cnrre and happened to emerge upon 
a long, level stretch of track when I 
saw the president's train coming to­ 
ward mi at high speed. 
*T« iickily , the engineer on the presi­ 
dential special saw us In time to back 
into a siding which 
wbm close by . If 
we had met at any other point on the 
track a bad headend collision would 
have been inevitable, and the presi- 
d« it and several members of his cabi­ 
net who were accompany ing him could 
scared have escaped death or very 
serious injury . 
"The railroad company succeeded in 
hushing the matter up, and the news­ 
papers at that time did not learn of 
the incident.** 
General Grant's visit was the first 
presidential trip ever made through 
Indian territory . The M., K. & T. rail- 
foad had Just been extended through 
the Indian country , and it offered an 
excellent opportunity for the presi­ 
dent and party to view a section then 
wü d and very thinly settled by the 
white man.

signs that

sees the need of putting its house, in 
order. 
On the one hand, says Biad- 
streets* Review, the high officials feel 
that at the close of the Russo-Japanese 
war the Celestial empire will have to 
pass through a grave crisis in which it 
may be threatened by possible anar­

ATE SCARLET FEVER GERMS. 


Experience of “ Spy,” a Little Guinea 


Pig , in the Worid’e Fair City 


a Fev/ Days Ag o. 


Fed on poisoned cak e and inoculat­ 
ed with the germs of the most viru­ 
lent diseases, but still allv3, is the 
part that Spy, a little guinea pig, has 
played in the tests at the City Bacte­ 
riologist's 
laboratory 
at 
No. 1624 
Chestnut street, to detect the presence 
of agents of death, says the S t Louis 
Republic. 
Spy's career has been as full of dan­ 
gers as a curious child’s, hut the dan­ 
gers are not of his own seek ing. He 
cannot prowl around and taste of 
all 
the sweet-look ing things that he may 
find in his home, for he is confined in 
a wire cage and must eat what is fed 
to him by his k eepers. 
Spy’s first experience with the dis­ 
eases of mank ind was when he was 
inoculated with 
tetanus 
toxin last 
August 
It was a new experience to 
the little animal, for he had spent 
several months at the World’s Fair, 
where he had been the attraction for 
many children at a Pik e show. W hat 
his feelings 'wore when he was held 
by a doctor and the sharp needle of a 
hypodermic syringe was inserted be­ 
neath his sk in cannot be imagined. 
Six days were allowed for the deadly 
tetanus to tak e effect on Spy, and 
then the antitoxin was injected to 
offset the effect of the toxin. Several 
hours after Spy had been given the 
usually fatal inoculation he h^ m to 
show the ill effects of it, and iu six 
hours !t was plain that the little ani­ 
mal was afflicted much as a person 
wonld he with the same diseara. 
The Injection o i the antitoxin pro­ 
duced Immediate effect, and Spy began 
to recover rapidly. 
In a few houn 
the disease, which 
under 
ordinary 
circumstances would have produced 
death in miother hour, had disappear­ 
ed, and Spy was running around iu 
his cage, apparently as well as ever. 
A short tim e after, serum from a 
child suspected of having scarlet fever 
was injected into the little guinea 
pig bnt it showed no 111 effects, which 
proved that the iffiUd’s disease was 
cot scarlet fever, though it had all the 
apprarances of being thaL 
Smallpox Is the most repugnant dis­ 
ease that Spy has had to be the vlc- 
tlm of in the interest of science. When 
he was inoculated with that diraara 
it was a genuine case, and the little 
animal had ffiir rrospect of being sent 
to a private pesthouse. 
Fourteen days were given 
fo t the 
indications of the disease to develop, 
sM thffii vacdne iras injected hito

The animal showed no 111 effects of the 
inoculation and entirely recovered. 
Spy gets his name from the part 
he played in tests made to determine 
whether eak e sent to Wm. Rudolph, 
a prisoner under sentence of death at 
the Four Courts, contained poison. 
The cak e had: been received at the 
Jail from one of Rudolph’s friends, 
and it was feared that in order to pre­ 
vent the sentence of the court being 
carried out the cak e had been poison­ 
ed and that the prisoner intended to 
commit suicide of that some one was 
determined to cheat the gallows. 
T he cak e was tak en to the City 
Bacteriologist’s office and fed to Spy 
in small quantities. Nothing else but 
Mississippi river water was given to 
the rodent, but, with all their suspect­ 
ed fatal tendencies.
